These are Elias’ Ridge, a negro 
boy, who killed a white woman 
with an axe, J. Doublehead, an In­ 
dian. Cleo Gobin and 
Will 
Tait, 
•convicted of the murder of a ser­ 
vice car driver at Lawton, J. W. 
Phillips, convicted of the murder 
of a former sheriff of Johnston 
county at Tishomingo, and Arthur 
Henderson, confessed murderer of 
W. H. 
Prewett, 
local 
traveling 
salesman. 
MCALESTER—The six men in the 
"death row" at the state peniten­ 
tiary were overcome with 
relief 
when they heard of the action of 
Governor Walton. 
"It can’t be true," was the only 
expression which came from the 
cold, yet perspiring faces, of the 
prisoners in "dteath row." Silence 
reigned. 
"I can’t put it into words he 
thankful I feel," William Tait, nine 
times granted reprieves from the 
supreme penalty, exclaimed. " I’ve 
learned my lession and if ever I 
get out of here I’m going straight." 
J. W. Phillips of Tishomingo was 
overcome with feeling at the news. 
Tears rom e Into Eyes. 
‘‘I certainly have nev^r been a 
bad man." ‘Phillips sobbed as tears 
came to his eyes. "If I ever have a 
chance I will prove my thankfu 
ness for this clemency."

It was in broken English that 
John Doublehead, an Indian, con­ 
victed of murdering a Stilwell farm­ 
er, manifested his joy. His face, Ib- 
didlan-like, portrayed no emotion. I 
“I sho is proud," he commented. 
It was Elias Ridge, negro boy, IS 
years old. the youngest person ever 
sentenced to death in Oklahoma. 
Ridge’s large, rolling eyes, empha­ 
sised his words and* the continu­ 
ous fear which has hovered over 
him since he entered the peniten­

the court has authority to require 
that he or them act leaving them 
to determine what particular action 
they will take in the matter. 
The County Election Board hav­ 
ing determined that th*v name of 
the plaintiff could not be" placed 
on the election "ballot fo be held 
April 3, 1923, at Allen, could not 
be required to place said names un 
said ballot by writ of mandamus; 
they having already acted and their 
actions not being subject to review 
by a writ of mandamus, the time 
having expired for a non-partisan 
or independent candidate or candi­ 
dates or names to be placed on the 
ticket. 
The District Court has no author­ 
ity to require thejCounty Election 
Board to perform this act which 
was in violation of the sections of 
tile statute heretofore referred to. 
In the case of State ex rel Cald­ 
well vs. Vaughn Supreme Court of 
Oklahoma, July 30, 1912, 125 Pac. 
Page 899 it was held that a writ 
of prohibition could not issue to 
the County Election Board to place 
the name of a person as a candidate 
op the ballot for the reason that 
said board was engaged in the per­ 
formance of ministrial 
duty 
and 
does not exercise judicial power. I 
believe the same rule would ap­ 
ply to the Issuance of writs of man­ 
damus* as to the issuance of writ of 
prohibition; that the District Court 
would be without authority to re­ 
quire a County Election Board to 
place certain parties names on a 
ticket who had filed too late, the 
board, having acted within, the time 
on the petition as required by law. 
Where the duties of an officer's elec 
Hon are strictly ministerial I they 
may be compelled by a mandamus 
to proceed with the performance 
of suito duties, but cannot com­ 
mand them how they shall act, but 
only that they shall act. 
Our statute having provided that 
only official ballots could be used 
in any election, and they must come 
from the proper authority, the Dis­ 
trict Court could not require the 
defendant L. M. Morris to use any 
ballots other than those furnished 
by the County Election Board of 
Pontotoc County, if he did use those 
j he would be violating the statutes 
and the laws of the State of Ok­ 
lahoma. 
The authorities I have cited hav­ 
ing my opinion, shown that the 
District Court had no jurisdiction 
to require the 
County 
Election, 
Board to place the names of the 
Plaintiffs on the ballots for the 
reason that the 'board had acted, 
and determined not to place these 
names on the ballot because they 
were filed too late, as provided by 
the sections of the statutes as here­ 
tofore get out. 
L. M. Morris bad no authority 
to use any ballots furnished other 
than by the County Election Board 
and would not be guilty of contempt 
for refuging to violate the statutes 
of the State of Oklahoma. 
DISOBEDIENCE OF AN ORDER OR 
MANDAMUS. 
While Court* may force observ­ 
ance of their orders and Injunctions 
generally for contempt proceedings 
where these are void, it is a gen­ 
eral rule that no court can punish 
as for contempt the disobedience 
of an order mhde without jurisdic­ 
tion, Ie: the authority to issue such 
order made in contravention of a 
statute. ,
